Nothing prompts more discussion among friends, family and perfect strangers than the 
weather. That’s why it makes perfect sense to feature the weather on U.S. postage stamps. 


This October, the United States Postal Service celebrates the weather, more specifically clouds, 
with a beautiful souvenir sheet of 15 different stamps. Our Cloudscapes pane is this year's 
featured issue for National Stamp Collecting Month. Now that’s something to talk about! 


You'll learn names like Cumulonimbus incus and Stratocumulus undulatus, and a little about 
each cloud on the back of every stamp. These magnificent pillows of air and water were 
captured by some of the best photographers in the United States and put together by a brilliant 
art director, Howard E. Paine. Howard was an art director for the National Geographic 
Society for thirty years prior to working with the Postal Service. He has designed more than 
400 stamps and has been a stamp collector since childhood. 


To celebrate our diverse cultures, we have a wide variety of holiday stamps this year. Our 
Kwanzaa stamp commemorates a popular African-American holiday celebration. The word 
Kwanzaa is taken from a Swahili phrase which means “first fruits.’ 


The new Hanukkah stamp features a dreidel bearing Hebrew letters on each side which 
represent the first letters of a phrase meaning “a great miracle happened there.” This is in 
reference to how less than a day’s worth of sacramental oil miraculously lasted eight days and 
nights. The Christmas: Madonna and Child by Lorenzo Monaco stamp is one of the finest 
examples of late medieval European art. This year, millions of cards will be adorned with this 
lovely traditional Christmas stamp. Both these stamps will be issued at the Fall 2004 Postage 
Stamp Mega Event on October 12-17 in New York City. And if you are a fan of the big jolly 
guy, we will now issue the Holiday Ornaments stamps, featuring hand-painted glass Santas 
on November 16th. 


It’s a great way to cap a wonderful year of stamp collecting. I hope you have enjoyed the 2004 
stamp program and made our stamps part of your permanent collection. As always, the entire 
set of commemorative stamps is available in the 2004 Yearbook. On behalf of the Stamp 
Services team, I wish you a joyful holiday season.
